Alfalfa is an easy crop to grow. No one ought to fail 
in growing it. No one need fail. It has been grown 
successfully in every state in the union and in some parts 
of nearly every county in every state. We venture the 
assertion that Alfalfa can be grown on 99 per cent. of 
the farms in the United States. 

Alfalfa will grow on soils having a good under drain- 
age, or where the subsoil is porous. A good crop of Al- 
falfa is most easily established when following such 
crops as soja beans, cow peas or clover. A crop of crim- 
son or burr clover plowed under will put soil in an ideal 
condition for Alfalfa. 


Preparation of the Soil—Break the land deep as pos- 
sible, using a two-horse plow, then disc harrow both 
ways, after which go over the field with a subsoil plow, 
smoothing and harrowing the field again. The ground 
selected should be as free as possible from weeds, as 
these are the great enemy of young Alfalfa, especially 
when the seed is sown in the spring. It is essential that 
the seed bed should be put in the best possible condition 
by deep plowing and thorough harrowing, disking or roll- 
ing, according to circumstances. It is best to prepare the 
soil long enough before sowing to allow it to settle. If 
the ground is not thoroughly moist, it is best to wait un- 
til a rain puts the soil in proper condition. After this, 
stir the soil with a harrow as soon as it can be easily 
worked, and then sow the seed. 


Fertilizing—Use one ton of ground limestone or lime, 
400 pounds of acid phosphate, 16 per cent., or like amount 
of pure bone meal, which gives 20 per cent. phosphoric 
acid broadcast to each acre. Applying a coating of well 
rotted stable manure will be beneficial. The lime and 
phosphates are necessary; if you have tried Alfalfa and 
it died out, it was on account of need of these fertilizers. 
On old alfalfa meadows use 400 pounds of bone meal to 
the acre, broadcast. It stimulates it wonderfully. 


Sowing the Seed—May be sown_.in spring, March and 
April, or in the fall, September and October. Broadcast 
or drilled. Sown broadcast, 20 to 25 pounds to the acre 
should be used. The seed should be covered lightly by 
harrowing or rolling.
